I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Amaual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I96O. 

The  vital  statistics  show  an  increase  of  five  in  the  number 
of -deaths  comjpared  vd.th  the  previous  year,  and  an  increase  of  nine  in 
the  number  of  births.  Deaths  once  more  outnumbered  births,  but  the 
estimated  mid-year  population  showed  an  increase  of  ten.  Heart  disease, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  cancer,  in  that  order,  once 
more  headed  the  list  of  cai-ises  of  death.  There  was  one  stillbirth,  and 
the  deatlis  of  t\TO  infants  were  recorded. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  negligible,  apart 
from  a shaxp  outbrealc  of  measles  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  great 
majority  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  month  of  December ,>  There  were  no 
cases  of  diphtheria,  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  An  extended  scheme 
of  vaccination  against  the  latter  disease  continued  during  the  year. 

As  is  particularly  necessary  in  a holiday  resort,  careful 
supervision  of  food  premises  was  maintained,  and  poor  technique  in  the 
handling  and  dispensing  of  loose  ije-cream,  revealed  by  unsatisfactory 
samples  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  called  for  much  advisory  and 
corrective  action,  which  achieved  the  necessary  improvement*  Unfortunately, 
the  erployment  of  part-time  and  seasonal  vrorkers  usually  means  that  the 
lessons  have  to  be  learned  again  each  year. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years, it  v^as  not  possible  to 
achieve  inspection  of  all  the  meat  killed  at  the  local  slaughterhouse, 
due  to  the  illness  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Meat  inspection 
entails  much  more  than  a passing  glance  at  a carcase,  as  the  name  migh"^ 
be  thought  to  imply.  It  is,  in  fact,  a modified  forra  of  post-mortem 
examination  v/ith  the  object  of  finding  pathological  evidences  of  disease 
in  tlie  carcase,  if  present,  and  vdiich  calls  for  knoY/ledge,  skill,  experience 
and  judgement.  It  may  not  be  realised  that  the  satisfacto3r3'"  state  of 
affairs  in  the  Urban  District,  in  connection  with  meat  inspection,  is 
acliieved  only  by  considerable  Vvork  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector, wliich 
includes  many  hours  of  overtirae. 

I must  express  my  tlianlcs  to  Mr.  Durston,  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  in  all  asp)ects 
of  our  ’./ork  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Co'uncil’s  other 
Deipartments  have  continued  their  •willing  co-operation,  I am  grateful 
'GO  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  District  for  tlieir  continued  co-operation.

The  Tanar  LaJce  irrpoimding  reservoir  continues  to  supply 
anple  vratei’  for  xjresent  and  future  needs ^ hut  the  prohlen  of  reduced 
pressijres  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  District,  during  peak  periods,  renains, 
due  to  restricted  filtration,  storage  and  distribution  facilities*  During 
the  year  the  practice  was  continued  of  putting  onto  operation  the  storage 
reservoirs  at  Leigh  and  Hillhead,  and  the  drav^-off  from  these  tvro  reservoirs 
during  peal^;  periods  assisted  considerably  'in  stabilising  pressures.  The 
level  of  the  Tanar  Lake  did  not  fall  to  any  appreciable  extent  during  the  vdiol 
of  the  sunxner,  as  the  year  v/as  comparatively  wet*  Comparative  rahifall 
figvres  for  the  months  of  June,  Juily  and  August  were  respectively,  1«32” 
as  conpared  v/ith  O069"  in  1933}  4*66"  as  compared  with  ?*34'A  3»7C“  as 

conpai'ed  vAth  2*27'’. 

During  the  time  when  the  level  of  the  Tarnar  Laice  fell  belov/-  the 
level  of  the  ovex*floi'7  'weir,  advantage  v/as  talcen  of  the  fact  to  effect 
necessary  repairs  to  the  overflow,  as  there  had  occuirred  considerable  washing 
out  of  the  joints  of  the  stone^.rorko  It  was  found  possible  to  conplete  the 
more  \xrgent  of  these  repairs,  before  the  level  of  the  Lake  rose  again  at  the 
end  of  the  season, 

(b)  Those  parts  of  the  adjoiiing  Rural  District  supplied  by  the

The  Council  continues  to  supply  water  to  adjacent  parts  of  the 
Rural  District,  although  most  of  the  latter  is  noxi  supplied  by  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board,  At  the  time  of  va'iMng,  nothing  furthei’  is  lno\yn  mth 
regard  to  the  proposal  to  absorb  the  areas  of  the  Rural  District  no\/ 
supplied  by  the  Council,  into  the  general  scheme  for  the  Rural  District, 
This  is  regrettable,  since  tile  Y7at.jr  nov;  supplied  to  the  Rural  District  by 
the  Council  V70uld,  if  available  foi*  consumption  in  the  Urban  area,  effect  a 
considerable  nuprovement  in  the  sup]ply  to  the  ia  tter.

It  is  not  an  economic  propo,sition  to  supply  the  more  scattered 
and  isolc'.ted  properties  Di  the  District  i/ith  water.  These  derive  their 
supply,  ir:  a fexi  cases,  from  bore  hole  v/eli.s,  i/hich  provide  adequate  and 
bactcriologically  pure  \7ater.  The  majority  of  private  supplies,  hov/over,  are 
i'roi'.i  shallo'v/  1/0113,  or  oven  surface  springs,  v/hich  give  a very  uncertain 
supp-ly,  both  in  quantity  and  purity,  A certain  amount  of  anxiety  must  alv/ays 
be  J.rjlt  about  these  supplies,  i/hich,  thouyji  serving  only  small  groups  of  the 
population,  are  ali/ays,  as  untreated  ■y/atei',  a potential  vehicle  for  the 
tr-n. emission  of  organisms  of  patliogenic  origin. 
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A table  of  the  resiilts  of  bacteriological  analyses  is 
appended  belo'v/.  Whilst  the  number  of  sar.iples  talcen  was  not  quite  as 
liigh  as  in  1959,  the  results  have  been  very  satiuf actoryo  It  will  be 
noted  that  in  all  cases  the  tap  v/a.ter  samples  were  jpla.ced  in  Class  I»

There  are  no  clianges  to  report  in  the  sewex'age  and  sewage 
disiDosaJ.  arrangements  in  tlie  Urban  District  during  the  year*  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  these  arj/angements  have  been  in  ojoeration  for  many 
decades,  and  that,  during  this  time,  there  has  been  aji  increasing  load 
upon  the  system,  due  to  additional  connections  for  ne'v\f  houses  and,  more 
recently,  to  the  addition  of  the  Pou^iiill  and  Uptbn  sewage  to  the  main  Bude 
sj^^stem.  It  may  be  recalled  also  tloat  the  partial  tx’eatment  a.t  tlie  Stratton 
worms  does  not  produce  a satisfactory  eflluent,  and  has  been  the  subject  of 
coiraent  isi  tliis  annual  report  in  the  past. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Council  considered  a report  from  the 
Surveyor  on  the  frequent  surcharging  of  the  sewers  follo'v/ing  hes-vy  rail, 
due  to  their  inadequacy,  and  decided  to  instreict  consul tin.g  engineers  to 
prep)£re  a report  on  the  sewerage  and  se\7age  disposal  arrangements  for  the 
district.

The  Ui'baii  District  has  for  some  tiise  enjoyed  considerahle 
freedom  from  infestation,  due  to  the  attentions  of  a skilled  and 
conscientious  ftill-tiue  Rodent  Operatoi*o  During  the  summer  of  the  year 
under  reviev;-  it  was,  regrettably ,foiind  necessary  for  reasons  of  economy, 
to  give  him  additioneJ.  duties,  ’./hicli  meant  that  the  T,/ork  of  rodent 
control  sufiered  some  neglect  for  approxhnately  ttree  months,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  yeai'  the  x'esults  of  tih.s  neglect,  involuntary  though  it  was, 
v/ere  still  being  felt.  The  rapid  multj.plication  of  the  rodent  population, 
-in.  "f avuLii*aole  cj — eouiis canoes,  is  a tact  vvaiion  is  iio c cOiuiiioxj—Ly  appreoUs:.'. cei. 
oiid  a large  infestation,  once  established,  is  not  easily/  totally  eradicated. 

Kg  formal  proceedings  have  been -necessary  under  the  Act, 

Private  dwellings,  business  premises  and  Council  properties  ha.ve  been 
subjected  to  regular  treatments,  and  o\/ners  ol  properties  have  remained 
co-operative . 

Per  the  annual  treatment  of  the  sewerage  systems,  the  "SaJ-ford 
ivlethod",  usin^  Warfarin  in  muslin  bags,  was  again  en^)loyed.  The  number 
of  talces  recorded  v/as  again  small,  but  ovung  to  the  extended  period  over 
which  the  baits  could  be  left  in  position  by  this  method,  some  taJees  v/ere 
recorded  where  none  had  been  remarked  before.

proxiiity  of  the  main  sever  n/ould  have  made  the  provision  of  f!^ush 
sanitation  a comperatively  siiple  matter® 

Once  agai,no  fuiihei*  development  occurred  on  the  site  at 
Grenville  Gate,  but  the  existing  facilities  are  very  satisfactory  for 
the  number  penaittedo 

Owing  to  the  cominaratively  wet  summer,  the  problem  of  casual 
canpers  was  considerably  reduced,  as  compax-ed  mth  1939?  and  '’’ery  few 
nuisances  arose. 

The  operators  of  the  licensed  sites  are  extremely  co-operative, 
and  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  have  remained  high®  Refise  is 
collected  by  the  Council’s  refuse  lorry,  at  the  times  of  collection  normal 
to  the  respective  areas  of  tine  sites®  In  addition,  the  sites  have 
facilities  for  the  burning  of  combustible  refuse® 

During  the  year,  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960,  came  into  force.  Before  its  passage  through  Parliament,  wo 
meetings  were  he3.d  in  Comv/all,  at  ydnich  full  discussions  took  inla.ce 
between  representatives  of  tine  Planning  Autinority,  and  the  Local  Authorities. 
The  Public  Health  Inspector  attended  these  meltings,  and  the  liaison 
between  the  Planning  and  Public  Health  Authorities  has  proved  extremely  useful. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  applications  for  licences  under  the  new 
legislation  had  been  received  from  all  site  operators,  and  conditional 
planning  approval  had  been  given  for  three  holida^^  sites,  and  one  I'esidential 
site.  One  site  already  had  planniig  permission,  and  this,  therefore , did 
not  require  renev/al.  All  the  sites,  with  one  exception,  complied  vltln  the 
major  conditions.  It  is  understood  that  proposals  .for  additional  sanitary 
accommodation  etc,  ylll  be  subnitted  slnrtly  in  respect  of  the  one  exception.

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Refuse  collection  is  Mndertalcen  througlx)ut  the  District  by 
the  Council*  The  veliicle  employed  is  a S & D "Chelsea"  type,  fore 

and  aft  tipper,  \7ith  side  loading  facilities,  and  a capacity  of  11*3 
cubic  yards*  The  vehicle  is  maaried  by’-  a driver  and  tv7o  loaders  in  the 
s'agmer  months,  'v/hen  a ti^nce  T/eekly  collection  is  carried  out  in  most  of 
the  District.,  In  the  winter  months,  ni-th  a once  weekly  collection,  the 
driver  and  one  loader  ox'e  emplo^^ed. 

The  method  of  disposal  by  cont.'olled  tipping  is  employed,  and  the 
present  tip  at  Tiscott  Wood,  wiiilst  filling  up  considerably,  appears  to 
have  sufficient  capacity  for  perhaps  another  five  years©  Partial 
inciierati.on  has  again  been  employed,  and  the  incinerator  is  situated  on 
the  Council's  property  at  the  YiJliarf,  Bade*  This  method  has  been  found

HOUSING 

The  Council  continued,  during  the  year  imder  review,  the  policy 
of  not  erecting  Council  houses  * This  policy  wccs  adojptod  after  due 
consideration,  and  was  due  to  the  removal  of  subsidies  for  housing  by  the 
Central  Government,  the  Council  being  of  the  opinion  that  no  tenant  in  the 
area  would  be  able  to  aiford  to  pay  an  economic,  non-subsidised  rent,  due 
to  the  lo'w  wages  prevailing  in  the  area*  It  was  unfortunate  tliat  this 
decision  happened  to  coincide  v/ith  full  development  of  existing  sites.  This 
meant  that,  although  subsid;;;/  couJ.d  have  been  obtained  for  re-housing  tenants 
of  slum  property,  no  such  houses  were  built,  owing  to  the  fact  tliat  this 
would  have  necessitated  further  extensive  site  Y/orks, 


The  picture  wath  regard  to  private  buildhig  during  the  year 
sho\7od  some  improvement  on  the  previous  year*  By  the  end  of  the  period  9 
private  houses  had  been  completed,  and  a further  12  Y7ere  ii  the  course  of 
erection.  This  comjjares  ’with  8 and  5 respectively  in  1959*  Again  the  lack 
of  private  development  v/as  due,  ii  a large  measure,  to  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  sites  ^(7ithil  the  development  area.  A revision  of  the 
Tovai  Development  Hap  is  shorily  due,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  deficiency 
of  sites  can  then  be  i-ectified.

Inspections  and  advisory  visits  to  food  premises  form  an 
important  part  of  the  v/ork  of  the  Departraent,  in  ai  ai'ea  vdiose  raain 
industry  is  the  tourist  industryo  Whilst  the  ivilldng  co-operation  of 
nearly  all  nanageraent  sta.ffs  has  been  secured,  In  producing  and  maintaining 
hygienic  standaz’ds,  the  sea-'^onal  nature  of  the  trade  presents  very  real 
difficulties,  in  the  securing  and  retaining  of  satisfactory  staifse  In 
spite  of  these  difficulties,  ho\7'ever , with  very  few  exceptions  good 
standards  have  been  maintained.  Where  infringements  have  been  found  verbal 
or  informal  comment  iias  been  sufficient,  ajid  no  formal  iDroceodings  have  been 
necessary. 


One  cafe,  in  vdiich  space  was  restricted^  and  in  which  the  standards 
of  hygiene  were  not  as  satisfactory  as  in  the  majority,  we.s  taJeen  over  bv  a 
company,  ana  the  wiiolc  premises . redesigned.  The  result  of  this  rcoonstruction 
vTas  tha'c  the  cafe  on  the  ground  floor  becaue  part  of  a store,  and  the  first 
floor  was  developed  into  a modern  rostaui’ant.

Thu  report  v/as  accepted  by  the  Minister,  \d.tii  tlie  siiigle 
amendment  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  constmetion  standards  to  a^oply 
in  tile  district.  This  vvas  named  in  the  report  as  31st  December,  I960.

Very  fortunately,  from  the  ponit  of  view  of  efficient  meat 
inspection  and  genex'al  supervision,  there  is  only  one  sla.uphteriiouse  in 
the  District.  Tliis  building,  which  is  uirned  by  British  ^iailways,  and  is 
situated  in  tlie  G-oods  Yard  at  Bude  StatiO'i,  is  now  leased  by  a company, 
iroposals  had  been  i^ut.  foin/ard  in  the  previous  year  for  enlargement  and 
generoi  impDroveuent  of  the  facilities,  Ft  the  end  of  I96O,  the  main 
structural  alterations  had  been  completed.  These  coiiprised  maidng  the 
existing  slaughterhsil  and  hanging  X’oom  into  the  slaughterhall,  and  adding 
an  extension  on  the  south  end,  rougli].y  sirailar  in  size  to  the  old 
slaughterhall  end  hanging  room  combined,  for  a.  nev/  hanging  and  cooling  room; 
and  providing  an  office,  staff  room,  hide  and  skin  room,  gut  room,  dotentioxi, 
and  condemned  mea.t  rooms,  and  additional  toilet  facilities.

The  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  pigs  shov/ed  a marhed  decrease,  as  did  also  the  number  of 
pigs  slaughtez’ed.  The  latter  Y/as  due  to  the  lack  of  facilities  for 
dealing  vd.th  pigs  duz'iiig  a large  pax*t  of  the  year. 

Once  agaiiz,  '.In.  the  case  of  cattle  other  thsii  cons,  no  carcases 
w-ere  totally  condemned  for  diseases  othex'  than  tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis. 

In  the  case  of  cows,  hov/ever,  there  V7as  an  increase  in  the  number  totally 
condemned  in  this  classification.  This  is  explained  in  a measure  by  the 
fact  tiiat  the  company  accepted  sevex*al  such  animals  fox’  the  boning  trade. 

The  number  of  sheep  'cotally  condenned  rose  considerably,  dxie  Icrgely  to  very 
cirx’hotic  conditions  of  the  liver,  associated  v.dth  emaciation  and  oedema, 
atti'ibutable  in  some  meastire  to  the  Viretness  of  the  suiiXiiex’.

Diphtheria.  i'.Ienbranous  Group,  iCrysipelas,  Scarlet  Pever,  T^iphus  Pever. 
Typhoid  Pevar,  Paratyphoid  Pever,  Relapsing  fever.  Plague,  Poliomyelitis, 
Tuberculosis,  I\ialaria,  Dysentery,  PuerperaJ-  Pyrexia,  Ophthalnoia 
Neonatorum,  Acute  primary  iDneumonia,  Acute  influenzal  pneuuuonia,  'WhooxDing 
cough.  Measles,  Acute  encephalitis,  Meningococcal  infection,  Anthra:: 
and  Pood  Poisoning. 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  pr-eliminary  investigations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  \/lien  advice  is  given 
regarding  current  disinfection,  segregation  of  contacts,  etc,  Tenmaal 
disinfection,  when  necessary,  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  S-’rovn  in  Table  III. 

Smallpox  - No  case  v;as  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  wliich 
45  primary  vaccinations  and  9 re-vaccinations  wex*e  carried  out. 

Diphtheria  - No  ca^e  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  v;hich  49  ctdldren 
received  a complete  course  of  priruciry  irraunisation  against  the  disease, 
the  triple  antigen  against  diphtlieria,  whooping  cough  and  tedanus  being  used 
in  almost  all  instances . 207  children  received  booster  injections. 

Measles  - There  was  a siiarp  outbrealc  of  measles  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

99  oases  occurring  in  November  and  December*  Of  these,  71  were  notified 
in'  December  and,  although  a few  cases  continued  to  occur  in  the  early  months 
of  1361,  the  epidemic  was  virtually  over  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Apart 
from  sporadic  cases  the  last  small  epidemic  of  thiw  disease  was  in  195o. 

The  propo'-tion  of  susceptibles  in  the  child  population  \/as  therefore  Imgh. 


'tThoo-ping  Cough  - One  case  was  notified  in  I96O, 


Pol iom;/eli t i s - No  cases  of  this  disease  v/ere  notified  during  the  year* 
Early  in  the  yesjc,  the  Liinister  of  Heaj-th  extended  the  ago  range  of  those 
eligible  for  vaccination  under  the  County  Councils'  scheme  to  include 
porsoi'n  up  to  the  age  of  AO  years,  and  also  increased  the  number  of  priority 

gLXJUpS. 

Vaccination  continued  during  the  3/ear,  216  persons  receiving  a course 
of  trwo  injections.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  1956,  a total  of 
1,230  persons  in  the  district  had  received  the  priuar3''  course  of  vaccination, 
and,  of  these,  931  -^ad  also  had  their  third  injection.
